A bili to change the time of holding the 
superior courts of the counties composing 
the Biue Ridge circuit. 

A bilito prohibit the sale of whisky 
within the county of Jefferson. 

A bill to fix the time of holding the 
courts of the Nori heasteen judicial circuit 
A bill to auvhorize the board of commis. 
sioners of Newton county Ww levy a tax to 
pay off the debt of the county.

Mr. James, of Douglas, insisted that the 
amendment be stricken from the bill, He 
desired that the road shouid ran by Villa 
Rica, and argued in favor of such a route. 

Mr. McBride spoke tor the amendment 
and argued that the route by Bacbhanan 
was the only one that was practicable. 

Mr. Turner, of Floyd, the author of 
the bill favored the senate amendment.

Mr. Cook said as it appeared that the sen- 
ate wou!d not pass the bill in any other 
shape, he hoped the senate amendment 
would be concurred in, , 

Mr. Miller, of Houston opposed the 
amendmeut and said the bill was intended 
to protect the childrev of the state and it 
made 20 difference who employe i thew in 
such business as the bill declared against 
He stated thaton c-usideration Mr Cook 
had azreed to w the senate 
amendment, 

The amendment wes not concurred in. 

Toeamesdmest forbidding the employ- 
nent of minors in any place where liquor 
sold Mr. Basinger, of Onat- 
bam, said might be — proper 
to forbid the employment of 
minors in bar rooms or tippling bouses, but 
it might be quite a different thing to forbid 
the employment of any minor in a whole- 
saie house or a botel. 

Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, opposed the amend- 
ment, It forbids the parents of Georgia 
from employing theirchildren in their owa 
business. ‘The parents of Georgia will rebei 
againstany such alaw. The passageof this 
bili will throw Give thousand minors out of 
employment in the state of Geor-ia. 

Mr. DuB:igaon—Would not this bill as 
amended by the senate forbid the employ- 
ment of a minor in a drug store? 

Mr. Jewison—Yes, sir, and I ask the 
house not to substitute fanaticisa: for jus- 
tice or the wild chase after a reform for the 
dictates of comm@n sense. 

Mr. Northen said he did not propose to 
discuss wie bill in the spirit cf the gentle- 
mau from Biob. The senate merely pro- 
poses to gu iurther than the House and to 
exteud the good intiuences of the bill. 
Mr Sweat said inat the bill would 
allow the employment of minors in 
such places as grocery stores or drag stores 
but they could not there sell liquor. 

Mr. DuBignon—Would not a minor clerk 
in a drug store or grocery who sold a bottle 
of whisky vioiate the law? 

Mr Sweat—Yes, gir. 

Mr. Coffin, of Stewart, opposed the bill. 
Mr. Branson, of Bartow, said that the leg- 
islature made itself ridicu'ous by such 1ag- 
islation. The whisky traffic is allowed by 
law, and a parent has a right to employ a 
minor child-in any such business. If you 
want to suppress the liquor trade go at it 
boldly and don’t beat around the bush ip 
this way.

The Savanah, Fier:da and Western 
appear ana Ask on Iuecrense of 


Mates. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road was aguin before the railroad commis- 
sion yesterday asking for an increase of 
rates. The road was represented by Col. 
Haynes and Messrs. Taylor and Hardie 
with Captain Kingbury, the attorney, while 
Mr. Jotn ‘Iripiett and Dr. S.eegall, of 
Toomasviile aud Mr. Rountree, of Quit- 
mati, appeared for the peopie. 

Senators Der mark, Westbrook, King ard 
Herre!] and R-presentatives Hammond, 
Spence, Harrod, Arrington, Sapp aud 
Sweat were also present and participated in 
the general discussion that was induiged in. 

Tue proceedings were begun by Colonel 
Haines, who read a paper showing that the 
increase in @est of ‘tier, fuel, wages and 
everything connected with the running of 
raiiruads had been greatly increased within 
the past year, but that the roads’ rates had 
been decreased Whiie the voiume of bus 
iness was much greater now than a year 
ago,and thusa iarger gross revenue was 
shown the roads’ expenses were much more 

roportionately. 

“ Beinn! Raanond thought the people of 
Thomasville were willing to let the road 
charge fi'ty-five cents per bundred on cot 
ton to Sava: nab, and bad heard sume ex 
press & willingness to allow the road an ad 
vance of fifty per cent on “standard” rates 
on otber thiugs 

Mr. Spence thougbt that cotton rates were 
highenough now. His constituents wanted 
the comu:ssioners to hx rates and not the 
ra lroads. ‘hey wanted the commission. 

Senator Denmark knew bis entire Con- 
stituency favored the commission, and 
would siand by its decision, but thought if 
increased rates were needed to build upa 
road they ought to be granted 

Representative Harrell thought Bain- 
bridge would favor an iccrease of rates if 
Colonel Haines said it was becessary, and 
that they favored the commission. — 

Colonel Barnett said the commission was 
anxious to hear the views otf the ple 
along the Savaaonab, Florida and Western 
railroad, and supposed their representatives 
cou d do so, and he wished to hear from ali 
present. 

Representative Sapp, Mr. Triplett and Dr. 
Stegail, of Toeomasville, wanted the north- 
ern travel to come to their place. Their 
people were willing to give the road in- 
creased rates, if the road demanded it, to 
improve the road bedand pav dividends. 
[hat everybody would sustain the com 
mission and had always been in favor of 
its continuance. 

Mr. Rountree, of Quitman, said his peo- 
ple strongly favored the commirsion and 
wanted them to give the road bigh rates 
to improve it and pay dividends to its own- 
ers 
Mr. Spence thought cotton should not 
pay all the increase 

Colonel Haines said he did not care upon 
what the increese fellif he could get the 
total revenue i+ clesired. 

tepresentative Sweat said his section 
paid very litticof the revenue of the road 
and would indorse any action of the com: 
mission in increesiong rates if Colonel 
Haines thought it was right. 

Mr. Harrell agreed with the others, 
that the commission would be sustained in 
any action it took, and if the road needed 
an increase he supyosed the commission 
wou'd grant what wes right. 

The commis ion beard the various gentle- 
men with the greatest attention but have 
not yet made public their decision.

STAGE DRESSES. 


Talk with a Man who Has Dressod 
Many Actorsand Actresses. 
New York Tribune. 

“Oh, yes, sir, 1 suppose a few peculiar 
experiences have been my lot. It was 
who costumed the Biack Crook when it 
was first produced. That was the richest 
dressing that has ever been seen on the 
stage in New York. I forget the exaci 
figures, but it was between $40,000 and $50,- 
000 fordresses alone. The whole mouat 
ing of the piece cast nearly $100,000. But 
then two or three fortunes were made, So 
what does it matter? 

‘‘What dol study? Correctness of cos- 
tume. LIonly wish you could ask Madame 
Titiens, or Mario, or Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Kean, and many more of the famous ‘stars’ 
of twenty-five years ago whom I have 
dressed, about Laureys. Of those you can 
ask I have made dresses for George Faw- 
cett Rowe, Frank Mayo, John McCullough, 
and a list as long as my arm that I couid 
name.”’ 

“Do the actors on the American stage 
dress correctly ?’’ 

“As a rule they dress according to their 
pocketbook. Actors, if they bave the 
mouey, would rather be dressed correctly.” 

“Are there no exceptions?’ 

“Yes, sometimes vanity has something 
to do with dressing. I know an actor who 
cut up India shawls worth $300 to $400 to 
make a dress for lago. Now lago was a 
poor soldieron three pence aday. That 
was certainly not correct. Then Othello 
was a poor Venetian Moor, and yet the 
character is oftentimes dressed a8 a Persian 
count,” 

* Does not Mr. Booth dress correctly?” 

“No, he does sot But Macready did. 
He wes very particular, and so was Chail s 
Kear. I madea dress out of a druggisis 
for his Othello that Q 1een Victoria se .t for 
to look at. And yet <ftestimes you will 
see Othello dressed, with bare legs and a 
rich costume.” 

“Do not critics fiad fault with 
dressing?”’ 

“No, because, as a rule, they do not know 
what is correct. The public, however. 
which cares for tragedy, is mvre discrimi 
nating. Ladies are often obstinate They 
want very olten to weara Princesse dress 
fi.ting their figure, when a correct dress isa 
full one, perhaps, with the waist as high as 
the arm-pits.

Moresnet, a Quaeerer Territory than 
San Marino, Mourco or Andorra, 

The last anvual report of the Berne geo. 

society contains an interesting 


paper on the territory of Moresnet. This 
‘erritory, with a population of from 2,800 to 


3000 jinbabitants, and very important ou 
secount of its mines of zicc, formed part, 


under the first republic and the empire, ot 
the French department of Oarthe. It be 
longed to the cantonof Aubel, At the 


congress of Vienna, when it became a ques 


among the conquer 
this corner of the French empire 

part of the canton of Aubel, 
the territory of Morescet, was forgotten, 
and when the commissioners wished to 
trace the froutiers of ther respective coun- 
tries they found that it bad been alloted 
neither to Prussia nor the low countries 
As each state refused to yield, it was agreed, 
June 22, 1815, that while awaiting a decis 
ion of the two governments, a decision 
which has not yet beea given, the dis- 
puted territory should be remitted to a 
common administration, and could not be 
occupied militarily by either of the two 
powers 
what has given riseto the present situa- 
tion or toe neutral territory; it was, in 
fact, impcssible to divide their working, 
and neither of the copartners wished to 
abandon iw share tothe other. About 400 
of the present population are descended 
from the original popuiation, and on this 
account they are not liable toany military 
service. The other inhabitants enjoyed 
thisimmunity till 1854, when the Beigian 
governor summoned his countrymen to 
their colors. P.ussia did the same in 1874, 
ao thatone of ihe chief immunities of the 
neutral territory is graduaily disappearing. 
There still remain a few others, however, 
which are not to be despised.

But unless 
tor strategical reasons, if its zinc mines were 
exhausted it would not be worth having.
